Claims 1-8 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, the prior art of record does not teach or suggest the invention of a 
method of manufacturing rear plate barrier ribs for plasma display panel having steps of forming 
a thick film for barrier ribs by coating barrier rib forming paste which has a wetting angle to a 
mold less than 90 degrees and a viscosity in usage state less than 20,000 cP and includes 
thermosetting and/or photosensitive binder component, along with other claimed limitations. 
Claims 2-11 are allowed due to claim dependency.

Kodas (US 2003/0108664) discloses a method of forming barrier layer having a step of 
forming a paste having a viscosity of more than 1,000 cP. However, Kodas does not disclose the 
paste having a wetting angle to mold being less than 90 degrees. 

Chiu (US 2003/0100192 and US 2003/0098528) discloses a method of forming barrier 
rib for plasma display panel having a step of forming a paste having a viscosity of 500 to 5,000 
cP. However, Chiu does not disclose the paste having a wetting angle to mold being less than 90 
degrees. 

Corrigan (US 2006/0043634) discloses a method of forming barrier rib for plasma 
display panel having a step of forming a paste having a viscosity of 20,000 cP or less. However, 
Chiu does not disclose the paste having a wetting angle to mold being less than 90 degrees.
